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INTRODUCTION 

The  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  Program  is  a  part  of  a  Federal- 
State  cooperative  program  involving  State  Einployment  Security  agencies  as 
well  as  the  Deparianent  of  Labor's  Manpower  Administration  and  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,     It  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  economists,  man- 
power planners,  educators  and  others  for  current  data  on  employment  by 
occupations  and  projected  data  on  employment  by  occupation  and  industry. 
The  information  obtained  from  this  program  will  be  used  as  input  in 
constructing  industry-occupation  matrices  that  will  provide  the  data  base 
for  projecting  future  manpower  requirements. 

This  survey  was  directed  to  collecting,  by  means  of    a  mail  question- 
naire, occupational  employment  data  for  wholesale  and  retail  trade.  Pre- 
vious publications  covered  manufacturing  and  selected  non-manxif acturing 
industries  other  than  government,  health  services  and  regulated  industries. 
The  data  presented  in  this  publication  are  for  October  1973« 

This  report  is  the  third  in  a  series  of  planned  documents  on  c\irrent 
occupational  profiles  of  ^Ias3ach^lsetts  indiistry.    Currently,  statistics  are 
being  collected  for  other  sectors  of  the  economy.    It  is  planned  to  cover  the 
entire  economy  on  a  three-year  cycle  thereby  giving  the  users  a  picture  of 
the  changing,  or  static  composition  of  staffing  patterns  by  industry.  Our 
next  planned  publication  will  be  of  manufacturing  industries  197^ »  ^diich  can 
be  compared  to  our  1971  publication  for  changes  in  the  occupational  profile. 

Survey  design,  sample  size  and  selection  criteria,  definitions  and  es- 
timating procedures  were  prepared  by  the  U,S,  Department  of  Labor's  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics,    Technical  assistance  was  given  by  Mr,  Thomas  Williams 
and  Mr,  Daryl  Delano  of  the  Boston  Regional  Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics, 
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METHODOLOGY 


Ihe  Sample 

1216  second  quarter  1972  report  (ES-202)  of  employment  and  wages  covered 
"by  the  Massacinisetts  FYnployment  SecTirity  Law  was  used  as  a  sampling 
frame  for  the  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  survey  of  wholesale 
and  retail  trade  establishments, 

Uie  sampling  frame  was  stratified  by  three-digit  SIC*3  (Standard 
Industrial  Classification)  and  by  nine  employment  size  classes.  Es- 
tablishments with  less  than  four  employees  were  excluded  from  the  sample, 
and  all  units  with  employment  of  one  hundred  or  more  were  automatically 
included.    All  other  establishments  were  subject  to  sample  selection  on 
a  i^dom  basis,  with  the  units  in  larger  size  classes  having  a  porpor- 
tionately  higher  chance  of  selection.    Each  unit  was  given  a  weight  ac- 
cording to  the  proportion  of  firms  selected  in  each  size  class.  The 
sample  included  estabJLishments  with  benchmaric  employiaent  of  209,607. 

The  Survey  and  Response 

After  the  initial  mailing  two  follow-ups  were  sent  to  nonrespondents  ♦ 
Telex3hone  calls  and  personal  visits  wejre  made  to  nonresj^ondents  >diere 
the  data  was  critical  for  calculating  valid  estimates.    Of  the  Jll^  es- 
tablishments in  the  survey,  replies  were  received  from  19^3 »  a  response 
rate  of  62,^  percent.    After  manaal  editing  and  mechanical  (computer) 
screening,  I83I  were  useable,  with  total  employment  of  112,792,  53 • 8 
percent  of  sample  employment. 

The  Estimating  Procedure 

All  useable  questionnaires  were  stratified  into  seven  size  groups,  by 
industry.    Reported  total  employment  and  occupational  employment  on  each 
questionnaire  was  multiplied  by  the  weight  assigned  during  sample  selection. 
"Qiese  industry  data  were  then  divided  into  the  employment  In  the  ES  202 
report  (stratified  by  corresponding  cells)  for  the  reference  month  of 
the  survey.    The  resiilt  produced  by  this  procedure  is  known  as  the  bench- 
mai^  factor.    This  factor  was  then  applied  to  the  occupational  data, 
thus  accounting  for  nonresponse.    These  occupational  estimates  wei^  then 
sumed  across  size  classes  in  industry  totals.^ 

Sampling  Error 

Sampling  error  is  a  arithmetic  measure  of  the  precision  of  an  estimate. 
It  is  the  difference  between  the  estimate  computed  from  the  sample  and 
the  result  that  would  have  obtained  if  the  same  methods  were  used  to 
collect  identical  information  from  the  universe.    The  relative  errors 
listed  in  this  report  aire  the  sampling  errors  of  each  occupation  expi^essed 
as  a  percent  of  that  occupational  estimate.    The  relative  errors  shown 
are  such  that  the  chances  are  2  out  of  3  "that  the  results  of  a  comparable 
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full  scale  data  collection,  uaing  the  same  survey  approach,  would  not 
differ  by  more  than  the  percent  shown;  the  chances  are  19  out  of  20 
that  the  results  of  a  full  scale  data  collection  would  not  differ  by 
more  than  twice  the  percent  shown.    For  example,  it  is  estimated  in 
this  report  that  their  1110  buyers  employed  in  SIC  531 «  or  about  2.04  per- 
cent of  the  total  workers  in  the  industry.    Thus  the  chances  are  about  68 
out  of  100  that  the  results  of  a  comparable  full  scale  data  collection 
woxild  differ  by  less  than  144  (I3  percent)  from  the  1110  estimated; 
similarly  the  estimated  2.04  percent  of  total  employment  would  differ 
by  less  than  0.2?  percent  of  total  employment. 

Nonsampling  Error 

The  results  of  this  survey  are  subject  to  biases  and  other  nonsampling 
errors.    Although  careful  editing  and  screening  steps  were  taken,  re- 
sponding establishments  may  account  for  some  errors  in  computations 
and  processing,  as  well  as  placing  workers  in  a  wrong  occupation.  The 
nonrespondents  are  a  source  of  nonsampling  error  for  which  measvires 
were  not  available  but  are  reflected  in  the  estimating  procedure.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  Program  is  part  of  a 
Federal-State  cooperative  program  involving  State  Employment  Secxirity 
Agencies  as  well  as  the  Employment  and  Training  Administration  and 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.     It  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
economists,  emplojnnent  specialists,  educators  and  others  for  current 
data  on  employment  by  occupations  and  projected  data  on  employment  by 
occupation  and  industry.    The  information  obtained  from  this  program 
will  be  used  as  input  in  constructing  industry-occupation  matrices 
that  will  provide  the  data  base  for  projecting  future  manpower  re- 
quirements, emphasized  in  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training 
Act  of  1973  3Jid  other  employment  and  educational  legislation. 

This  Report  is  the  sixth  in  a  series  of  planned  documents  on 
current  occupational  profiles  of  Massachusetts  industries.  Other 
reports  available  from  this  division  include  selected  industries  in 
Non-Manufact\iring  1973,  Trade  1973,  Manufacturing  197^,  and  Federal, 
State  and  Local  Government  1975* 

Currently  under  preparation  are  surveys  on  Regulated  Industries 
and  a  new  report  on  Manufacturing  Industries.    Reports  covering  other 
sectors  of  the  economy  are  in  the  planning  stage. 
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METHODOLOGY 


The  Sample 

The  second  quarter  1975  report  (ES-202)  of  employment  and  wages  covered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Employment  Security  Law  was  used  as  a  sampling 
frame  for  the  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  survey  of  wholesale  and 
retail  trade  establishments. 

The  sampling  frame  was  stratified  by  three-digit  SIC's  (Standard  Industrial 
Classification)  and  by  nine  employment  size  classes.     Establishments  with 
less  than  fo\ir  employees  were  excluded  from  the  sample,  and  all  units  with 
employment  of  one  hiindred  or  more  were  automatically  included.    All  other 
establishments  were  subject  to  sample  selection  on  a  random  basis,  with 
the  lanits  in  larger  size  classes  having  a  porportionately  higher  chance 
of  selection.    Each  unit  was  given  a  weight  according  to  the  porportion  of 
firms  selected  in  each  size  class.    The  sample  included  64^9  establishments 
with  benchmark  employment  of  267,^85. 

The  Survey  and  Response 

After  the  initial  mailing,  two  follow-ups  were  sent  to  nonrespondents. 
Telephone  calls  and  personal  visits  were  made  to  nonrespondents  where  the 
data  was  critical  for  calculating  valid  estimates.     Of  the  64^9  estab- 
lishments in  the  survey,  replies  were  received  from  4112,  a  response  rate 
of  63.9  percent.    After  manual  editing  and  mechanical  (computer)  screening 
3634  were  useable,  with  total  employment  of  164,205,  6l,4  percent  of  sample 
employment) . 

The  Estimating  Procedure 

All  useable  questionnaires  were  stratified  into  seven  size  groups,  by 
industry.    Reported  totcil  employment  and  occupational  employment  on  each 
questionnaire  was  multiplied  by  the  weight  assigned  during  sample  selection. 
These  industry  data  were  then  divided  into  the  employment  in  the  ES  202 
report  (stratified  by  corresponding  cells)  for  the  reference  month  of  the 
survey.    The  result  produced  by  this  procedure  is  known  as  the  benchmark 
factor.    This  factor  was  then  applied  to  the  occupation  data,  thus  ac- 
counting for  nonresponse.    These  occupational  estimates  were  then  summed 
across  size  classes  in  industry  totals. 

Sampling  Error 

Sampling  error  is  a  arithmetic  measure  of  the  precision  of  an  estimate. 
It  is  the  difference  between  the  estimate  computed  from  the  sample  and 
the  result  that  would  have  been  obtained  if  the  same  methods  were  used 
to  collect  identical  information  from  the  universe.    The  relative  errors 
listed  in  this  report  are  the  sampling  errors  of  each  occupation  expressed 
as  a  percent  of  that  occupational  estimate.    The  relative  errors  shown 
are  such  that  the  chances  are  2  out  3  that  the  results  of  a  comparable 
full  sccile  data  collection,  using  the  same  s;irvey  approach,  would  not  dif- 
fer by  more  than  the  percent  shown;  the  chances  are  19  out  20  that 
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the  resxilts  of  a  full  scale  data  collection  would  not  differ  by  more 
than  twice  the  percent  ahovm.    For  example,  it  is  estimated  in  this 
report  that  their  are  67IO  Restaurant  Managers  employed  in  SIC  58l» 
Eating  and  Drinking  Places,  making  up  5.^3  percent  of  the  total  workers 
in  the  industry.    Thus  the  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that  the  re- 
sults of  a  compaj:able  full  scale  data  collection  would  differ  by  less 
than  470  (7  percent)  from  the  67IO  estimated;  similarly  the  estimated 
5.43  percent  of  total  employment  would  differ  by  less  than  0,38  percent 
of  total  employment. 

Nonsampling  Error 

The  results  of  this  survey  are  subject  to  biases  and  other  nonsampling 
errors.    Although  careful  editing  and  screening  steps  were  taken,  re- 
sponding establishments  may  account  for  some  errors  in  computations  and 
processing,  as  well  as  placing  workers  in  a  wrong  occupation.    The  non- 
respondents  are  a  source  of  nonsampling  error  for  which  measures  were 
not  available  but  are  reflected  in  the  estimating  procedure.

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INTRODUCTION 


This  publication  is  the  thirteenth  in  a  series  on  cxirrent  oc- 
cupational profiles  of  Massachusetts  industries.    A  recent  pub- 
lication, An  Occupations  Profile  of  Educational  Einployment, 
and  a  soon  to  be  published  survey  of  hospitals,  give  us  a  nearly 
complete  profile  of  all  nonagricultursil  covered  employment. 

This  information  is  now  being  used  in  constructing  an  updated 
industry-occupation  matrix,  and  will  be  used  as  a  data  base 
for  projecting  future  employment  needs. 

The  demand  for  this  data  by  economists,  employment  specialists, 
educators  and  private  industrial  firms  clearly  demonstrates 
the  need  for  this  and  other  labor  market  information.

METHODOLOGY 


The  Sample 

The  second  quarter  1979  report  (ES  202)  of  employment  and  wages  covered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Einployment  Security  Law  was  used  as  a  sampling 
frame  for  the  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  survey  of  non-manufac- 
turing establishments. 

The  sampling  frame  was  stratified  by  three-digit  SIC's  (Standard  Indus- 
trial Classification)  and  by  nine  employment  size  classes.  Establish- 
ments with  less  than  four  employees  were  excluded  from  the  sample,  and 
all  units  with  employment  of  two  h\indred  and  fifty  or  more  were  automa- 
ticcilly  included.    All  other  establishments  were  subject  to  sample  se- 
lection on  a  random  basis,  with  the  \mits  in  larger  size  classes  having 
a  proportionally  higher  chance  of  selection.    Each  unit  was  given  a 
weight  according  to  the  proportion  of  firms  selected  in  each  size  class. 
The  sample  included  4528  establishments  with  benchmark  employment  of 
327,310. 

The  Survey  and  Response 

Each  establishments  was  mailed  a  svirvey  schedule;  telephone  calls  and 
personal  visits  were  made  where  the  data  was  critical  for  calculating 
valid  estimates.    As  many  as  two  follow-up  schedules  were  mailed  to 
nonrespondents.     Of  the  ^528  establishments  in  the  survey,  replies  were 
received  from  3028,  or  69  percent.    After  manual  editing  and  mechanical 
(computer)  screening,  2836  responses  with  total  employment  at  209,589 
were  determined  usable,  64  percent  of  the  sample  employment. 

The  Estimating  Procedure 

All  usable  responses  were  stratified  into  seven  size  groups,  by  in- 
dustry.   Reported  total  employment  (or  the  summed  occupational  employ- 
ment) from  each  usable  response  was  multiplied  by  the  weight  assigned 
during  sample  selection.    These  industry  data  were  then  divided  into 
the  employment  in  the  ES  202  report  for  the  reference  month  of  the  svir- 
vey  (stratified  by  corresponding  size  class  cells).    The  result  produced 
by  the  procedure  is  known  as  the  benchmark  factor.    This  factor  was  then 
applied  to  the  occupation  data,  thus  accoimting  for  nonresponse.  These 
occupational  estimates  were  then  summed  across  size  classes  in  industry 
totals. 

Sampling  Error 

Sampling  error  is  an  arithmetic  measure  of  the  precision  of  the  estimate. 
It  is  the  difference  between  the  estimate  computed  from  the  sample  and 
the  result  that  would  have  been  obtained  if  the  same  methods  were  used 
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to  collect  identical  infonnation  from  the  universe.    The  relative  errors 
listed  in  this  report  are  the  sampling  errors  of  each  occupation  expressed 
as  a  percent  of  that  occupational  estimate.    The  relative  errors  shown 
are  such  that  the  chances  are  2  out  of  3  that  the  results  of  collecting 
identical  information  from  the  entire  population  would  not  differ  by- 
more  than  the  percent  of  relative  error  shown;  the  chances  are  19  out  of 
20,  95  percent,  that  the  results  of  collecting  identical  information 
from  the  entire  population  would  not  differ  by  more  than  twice  the  per- 
cent shown.     For  example,  it  is  estimated  in  this  report  that  there  are 
1,980  Buyers  in  SIC  50  and  51  -  ^Wholesale  Trade  -  accounting  for  1.52 
percent  of  total  employment  in  the  industry.    Thus  the  chances  are  68 
out  of  100  that  the  results  of  collecting  identical  information  from  the 
entire  popiilation  would  differ  by  less  than  119  (6  percent)  from  the 
1,980  estimated;  similarly  the  estimated  I.87  percent  of  total  employment 
would  differ  by  less  than  0.09  percent  of  total  employment. 

Nonsampling  Error 

The  results  of  this  survey  are  subject  to  nonsampling  errors  as  well. 
Although  careful  editing  and  screening  steps  were  taleen,  some  errors  in 
processing  and  computation  may  have  occurred.    These  errors  could  be 
from  faulty  schedule  design  or  an  inability  to  collect  data  as  defined. 
Responding  establishments  may  account  for  some  errors  because  of  in- 
accuracy of  data  furnished  such  as  placing  workers  in  a  wrong  occupation. 
The  nonrespondents  are  a  source  of  nonsampling  error  for  which  measures 
are  not  available  but  are  reflected  in  the  estimating  procedure.

These  Transportation  related  industries  have  had  an  employment 
growth  of  more  than  I8  percent  in  the  last  three  years.  Trans- 
portation by  Air  (SIC  45)  had  an  increase  of  over  30  percent. 
Although  employment  in  this  industry  is  less  than  0.5  percent  of 
total  emplo3Tnent  in  the  State,  it  is  vital  to  the  entire  econ- 
omy.

While  employment  in  the  Telephone  Communications  industry  has 
remained  nearly  stagnant  over  the  last  three  years,  this  should 
be  considered  significant  when  you  take  into  account  that  the 
introduction  of  highly  sophisticated  electronic  equipment,  has 
automated  so  many  services.

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RETAIL  TRADE 
SIC  52  -  59 

In  1979  the  trade  sector  of  the  Massachusetts  economy  accoxmted 
for  26  percent  of  total  covered  employment.    Retail  Trade  repre- 
sented nearly  80  percent  of  the  581,700  employed  in  this  sector, 
and  accounted  for  more  than  20  percent  of  total  covered  employment. 

Since  1976  Retail  Trade  employment  has  grown  more  than  10  percent, 
with  all  major  industry  groups  sharing  in  this  growth.     SIC  58, 
Eating  and  Drinking  establishments,  had  the  greatest  growth,  with 
an  increase  of  nearly  25,000  (20  percent).    Apparel  and  Accessory 
establishments  (SIC  56)  recorded  a  I6  percent  increase.  The 
smallest  increase,  less  than  two  percent,  was  in  Automotive  dealers 
and  gasoline  service  stations  (SIC  55)  followed  by  Furniture,  Home 
Furnishing  and  Equipment  (SIC  57)  with  a  2.3  percent  growth,  and 
Food  Stores  (SIC  5^) 'with         percent.    The  small  growth  in  the 
Automotive  sector  can  be  attributed  to  the  cost  of  energy,  while 
the  relatively  small  increase  in  Pood  stores  was  most  likely  due 
to  consolidation  in  the  number  of  stores  by  two  major  chains. 

With  the  number  of  shopping  malls  still  being  erected  through  the 
state  (many  similar  to  C^uincy  Market)  and  the  boom  in  hotel  construction, 
it  would  appear  that  growth  in  Restaurants,  and  Apparel  and  Accessory 
stores  will  continue  to  lead  the  way  in  employment  increase.  With 
the  cost  of  energ^r  and  the  predicament  of  the  Automobile  industry, 
little  or  no  growth  can  be  expected  in  SIC  55  (Automotive  Dealers  and 
Gasoline  Service  Stations), 
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The  occupational  profiles  published  on  Retail  Trade  represent  over 
60  percent  of  employment  in  this  economic  sector. 

Building  Materials,  and  Garden  Supplies  (SIC  52),  while  dominated 
by  occupations  in  the  sales  category,  has  nearly  as  many  employees 
in  Maintenance  and  Production.    The  single  largest  occupation  is 
sales  clerk  with  2330*    T^nagers  and  Officers  account  for  nearly 
l4  percent  of  employment,  or  one  manager  for  every  seven  employers. 

General  Merchandise  and  Apparel  Stores  (SIC  53  56)  have  33 > 000 
sales  clerks  (37  percent) ,  of  which  nearly  60  percent  are  employed 
in  Department  stores.  Department  stores  have  only  one  manager  for 
every  fourteen  employees.  Over  fifty-percent  of  the  professionals 
in  department  stores  are  buyers. 

Auto  Mechanics  and  Fuel  Pump  attendants  are  the  single  largest  oc- 
cupations in  SIC  55  (Automotive  Dealers  and  Service  Stations). 
They  represent  more  than  hO  percent  of  employment. 

Miscellaneous  Retail  Stores  (SIC  59) »  with  more  than  7500  establish- 
ments, is  diversified  into  22  four  digit  standard  industrial  codes. 
Sales  Clerks,  Cashiers  and  Store  Managers  are  the  predominant  occu- 
pations, accoianting  for  more  than  45  percent  of  emplojrment.  Phairoacists, 
with  employment  of  2646,  is  the  largest  professional  occupation. 
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BUILDBTG  MATERIALS,  AI©  C-ARDST  SUPFLISS  (STC  52) 
This  rr.ajor  group  includes  retail  establishments  prinarily  engaged  in 
selling  l^jr:ber  and  other  building  materials;  paint;  glass  and  v/allpaperj 
hard'.vare;  nursery  stock;  la\<n  and  garden  supplies;  and  mobile  homes.
